cause American enterprise turned its attention to lanrl pursuits which then 
offered the largest returns fo.* effort. 


A reaction has now set in. From internal development we are turning to 


exteinal expansion in commerce and -ntJustrial enterprise. 
Once more the 


American will make an effor: to regain supremacy on the ocean. 
In such a 


contest it is a survival of th 2 fittest, not a question of sentiment or ancient 
history.

RATE CASE. 


Mayor Olney has Issued the following 


statement: 


"To the Water Rate Payers of Oak- 


land; — Tour attention is called to the 
necessity of carefully preserving the 
receipts given you by the Contra Costa 
Water Company for bills accruing tie 
ensuing fiscal year. The situation is as 
follows: 


"On May 31 the City Council, acting 


linden the Constitution of the State' of 
California, fixed the rates to be charged 
for water for the ensuing fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1904. These rates so 
fixed by the Council a.re from twenty 
to thirty per cent lower than the rates 
for which your bills will tie made out 
by the Contra Costa Water Company 
and which it will require you to pry. 
The Contra Copta Water Company hav- 
ing brought suit to enjoin the Council 
from 
enforcing its rates the United 


States Circuit Court ha's issued a pre- 
liminary Injunction against putting in 
force the new rates until it is decided. 
after a trial, whether the new rates 
shall stand permanently. 


'The Court has rot decided against 


the new rates but only intends to keep 
matters as they are until the case can 
be decided on Its merits. 


"The Court ordered the Contra Cos- 


ta Water Company to give a bond in 
your favor in the sum of $130,000, con- 
ditioned to pay each one of you the 
difference between the rates fixed by 
the Council and the rate collected under 
the old ordinance 
in case the Cot:rt 


finally decides the new rates are legal. 


"It Is ir.y belief that the Court, whan 


It decides the case on its merits, will 
uphold the rates fixed by the Council 
and you will be enabled to collect the 
difference from 
the Water 
Company 


If you preserve the legal evidence. My 
opinion is based in part upon the de- 
cision of 'Judge Gilbert in granting the 
preliminary injunction and I think a 
short statement of the case will show 
that my opinion is justified. 


"The 
Constitution 
of 
California 


makes the City Council a special tribu- 
nal to decide between the Water Com- 
pany and the water consumers by giv- 
ing it the power to fix the rates the 
company may charge. Ir. addition the 
constitution declares that in any city 
that does not own its ovvn water works 
any corporation has a right to lay pipes 
to supply the people with water 'upon 
the condition that the municipal gov- 
ernment shall have the right to regu- 
late the charges thereof.' 


"Now in rendering his decision thai a 


preliminary injunction should issue in 
order to keep matters in statu quo un- 
til a trial upon the merits. Judge Gil- 
bert held as follows: '1. He would rot 
on this preliminary 
motion, decide 


whether the rates fixed by the Council 
were too low, but would follow the H;irt 
decision for the purposes of the motion 
only. 
2. 
He 
held that the present 


Council was not bound to follow the 
example of any previous 
Council in 


fixing rates. 3. He declared that from 
the evidence before him. "There is in 
my opinion, nothing in the facts shown 
in this case to justify the charge that 
in adopting 
the resolution which is 


complained of, the Council acted arbi- 
trarily or were actuated by improper 
motives or by any purpose save to do 
what in their judgment was right be- 
tween the complainant and the city and 
its Inhabitants." ' 


"The above is quoted literally .from 


the decision. 
If it is called to mind 


that the constitution confers a special 
power upon the Council to fix water 
rates and the Council acts as Judge 
Gilbert says our Council acted, wliat 
mo;-e caji be required? 
The Supreme 


Court of the United States has 
said 


that courts have no right to interfere 
in such cases unless there has been a 
clear breach of duty by the Council 
that the rates fixed are con-fiscatory. 


"Therefore we have a right to assume 


that on the trial the decision will be 
in favor o£ the city. 
But we expect 


that every device will te used to post- 
pone a final hearing and decision. 
It 


may be quite r. while before that de- 
cision comes, but you have every reason 
to expect it. Therefore keep your wa- 
ter bills so" that in the end you may 
receive the difference between what the 
company charges 
you and the raies 


fixed by the 
Council, plus interest 


thereon" at the rate of seven per cent 
per annum.

Campbell In San Francisco in taking a 
case up to the Supreme Court in order 
to test the constitutionality of the law. 
The law providing for the payment of a 
collateral inheritance tax exempts 
the 


children and sons and daughter-In-laws 
of a deceased person, while it makes the 
brothers and sisters liable. It is claimed 
in the appeal taken up to the Supreme 
Court that this Is an unjust discrimina- 
tion as it is believed that brothers and 
sisters of a deceased person are closer re- 
lations than a son or daughter-in-law. 


The point before the local court this 
morning, however, was as to the liability 
for failure to pay the tax within eighteen 
months of tho time of the death of Craw- 
ford.

Garoutte stated that had Frank M. "Wil- 
son, administrator of the estate, paid the

Under the provisions 01 
the law fixing the penalty there are cer- 
tian exceptions made, such as necessary 
litigation. Under this head Garoutte said 
that he • believed, tha t his clients were 
exempt. 


Judge Greene stated that he was not 


prepared to dispose of the matter.at once, 
but asked Garoutte if he considered join- 
ing with another, estate in trying to have 
a law declared unconstitutional, which 
ihe Supreme Court had already held was 
constitutional, necessary litigation. Tech- 
nically speaking, Garoutte was ready to 
admit that it was not. But he said that, 
in view of the fact that the case was be- 
ing prosecuted in good faith and that 
notwithstanding the decision of the Su- 
preme Court already made, it was a very 
close question, he thought some latitude 
should be allowed. 


Judge Greene then wished to 
know- 


where it would leave the estates of the 
county in case he decided that In this 
case the heirs need not pay tho penalty 
until a decision had been reached by the 
Supreme Court and the case was held 
up there for a year or two. Would not 
all heirs immediately refuse to pay the 
tax upon the same ground? he asked. 


Attorney Garoutte, In answer, said that 
estates had certain rights as well as tr.i> 
State, and that if the law wa.s unconsti- 
tutional the State certain I v did not want 
anything to v\'hich it was not entitled. 
Ho, said that mattci1 was of considerably 
importance to his clients and that 
he 


would like to know in case they had to 
pay the tax as soon as possible. Judge 
Greene stated that while; he was not dis- 
posed to decide "the case immediately, he 
would not keep . the matter long under 
consideration.
